{ >n Thursday lasl, a high-toned 
audience of deaf-mutes assembled in 
the Sunday school room of St. Ann's 
Church, to witness a lecture by Prof. 
Snooh Henry Currier, of the New 
York Institution, on tin 1 subject 
" Superstitions/' 

The lecturer illustrated many absurd 
beliefs that permeate society concern 
lDg ghosts, omens, dreams, etc., many 
of which were laughable from their 
ludicrousnesH, and all of which wort 
interesting both from the Htylc of de 
livery and the instruction they con 
veyed. 

He showed, by inferential proof, 
that (rifling occurrences, from their 
happening alone, could have no in 
fliience upon ulterior events. The 
dire occurrences said to be consequent 
upon breaking a inirror, for instance, 
might occur once or even more than 
one j ; but it would merely be a coinci- 
dence and not a result. He ridiculed 
the foolish notions entertained by 
many that cutting the finger nails on 
certain days had a good or bad efTeel ; 
looking at the new moon over the 
fight or left shoulder; beginning a 
piece of work on Friday ; eating at a 
table at which thirteen people were 
seated, etc , etc., all were insignificant, 
end could have neither a good nor a 
bad effect upon the futun 

His lecture occupied nearly two 
hours, and was attentively followed by 
all present 

Although Professor Carrier is head 
teacher of articulation at the New 
York Institution, and is consuls 
one of the best instructors by that 
tneihod that our deaf mute schools 
can produce, he is also a perfect mas- 
ter of the sign-language, and expreti 
himself in clear, graceful and effective 
gestures. 

Mr. John Oarlin, the venerable Now 
York artist, presided on the oeeasion, 
and at the close of the lecture made a 
few interesting and cogent remarks 
concerning the subject treated of 1 
the lecturer. 

M Coming events cast their shadows 
before,^ is a saying familiar to almost 
every reader of the Journal, and in
